7 At a meeting of the Board of Stewards of the 
Western Jockey Clnb held on December 10, 1901, 
the following officers were elected to serve dar- 
ing the eaening year: Lawrence A. Yonng, 
Chairman; George G. Perkins, Vice-Chairman; 
James Howard, Treasarer; George H. Kohl, 
Secretary. The following changes were made in 
the racing roles : 

Bale 2 was amended eo as to rtqaire Secre- 
taries to file their reports within ten days after 
the close of each meeting. Bale 208 was changed 
to lead as follows : 

An owner or trainer who shall ran a horse or 
a jockey who shall ride a horse at an anrecog- 
nized meeting shall be disqaalifled. Sacb horses 
and all other horses owned or under the control 
of sacb owners and trainers shall also be dis- 
analifled, except that each disqaaliflcation 
shall not inclade stallions or brood mares in 
service or foals of 1900 and 1901 unless sacb 
owners or trainers shall hereafter ran a horse 
at an anrecognieed meeting or otherwise die- 
qualify themselves, A person acting in any 
capacity at an anrecognieed meeting shall also 
be disqaalifled. 

Bal* 210 was amended eo as to provide that a 
city having a popalation lees than 1,500,000 and 
over 500,000, and for a distance of flfty miles 
from the corporate limits of sacb city, the 
added money given any one racing^day mast 
average not lese than $400 for each race, pro- 
vided that no parse shall be lees than $S0O. 

The fee for licensed meetings was flxed at $25 
par day for each race day, 

Messrs. Howard, Nathanson and Euhl were 
appointed a committee to prepare rales for pah- 
lication. The said rales to be eSective on and 
after January i, 1902. 

The disqaaliflcation of the Little Bock Jockey 
Clnb of Little Bock, Arkansas, and of Stbe Ten- 
nessee Breeders Association of Nashville, Ten, 
nessae, was removed.

The Tennessee Darby for 1933, 1 1-8 milea, 
$3,000 added ; Tennessee Oaks for 1903, 1 mile, 
$1,500 added; Gaston Hotel Stakes, two year- 
olds and geldings, 1-2 mile, $1,000 added ; Ar- 
delle Stakes, two-year-old Allies, 1-2 mile, $1,000 
added, 

Memnhis Stakes, two-year-olds, 5-8 mile 
$1,000 added ; Hotel Gayoso Stakes, three-year- 
olds, 1 mile, $1,000 added.
